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CANADA’S RUBBER 
OUTPUT RISES 


Total Value of 1925 
Production Reaches 
$77,595,762 


Montreal, May 22.—A prelim- 
inary report on the rubber in- 


dustry in Canada for the calen- 
dar year 1925 has been issued. 
Statistics of the rubber tire and 
rubber goods sections of the in- 
dustry are incomplete, there be- 
ing several returns outstanding. 
The number of individual con- 
cerns included in the report to 
date is thirty-seven. 

The total value of production in 
the rubber industry in 1925 was 
$77,595,762; comprising rubber 
tires, etc., $47,530,786; other rub- 
ber goods, $5,207,471, and rub- 
ber footwear, $24,857,505. Tire 
and other rubber goods production 
shows an increase in value over 
1924 amounting to $15,277,019, rub- 
ber footwear of $4,907,297, or a to- 
tal increased production for the 
entire industry in 1925 of $20,- 
184,316. 

Capital invested in 1925 amount- 
ed to $65,207,335, which was an 
fincrease over 1924 of $9,046,405, 
when it was stated at $56,160,930. 

The number of persons employed 
in the rubber industry in 1925 was 
13,173, which compares with 10,778 
in 1924, an increase in the number 
of persons employed of 2,395, or 
over 22 per cent. The amount paid 
for salaries and wages in 1925 was 
$14,058,513, an increase of $2,644,- 
881 over 1924. 

The total cost of all materials 
used in 1925 was $37,252,596, as 
compared with a cost valuation of 
$24,519,246 in 1924. This is an in- 
crease in the cost of materials of 
$12,733,360, or nearly 52 per cent. 

Imports of rubber and gutta 
percha crude increased in quan- 
tity from 32,299,840 pounds, worth 
$8,199,784, in 1924, to 44,407,421 
pounds, worth $25,810,949, in 1925.

SHIPMENTS HELD

British Trouble Had 
Far-Reaching 
Effect 


Detroit, May 22.—The storm 
of Great Britain’s strike sent a 
far-flung ripple into the traffic 
territory of the Pere Marquette 
Railway. Shipments of machin- 
ery were held up from Milwau- 
kee and the surrounding manu- 
factaring territory.

Those who have shown particu- 
lar interest in helping to plan the 
new work are H. A. Cobleigh, sec- 
retary of service, National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce; F.

Bonham, general manager of parts 
and service division, Durant Mo- 
tors, Inc.; R. C. Reichel, service

helpful co-operation. 

No attempt has been made or 
planned to fix or control prices for 
the trade-ins, nor are any hard and 
fast rules laid down for the guid- 
ance of members. But just the 
same, results that are saving the 
dealers money have already been 
obtained. 

At the most recent meeting of 
the used car managers, E. E. 
Harkins, state secretary of 
Washingjon Automotive Trades 
Association, gave an address on 
“Price Cutters.” In conclusion 
he offered to prepare a statistical 
report weekly on used car sales 
and ‘prices, providing the mem- 
bers would supply the figures 
and facts.

And | 

the article beneath it told of the shipment of 800 motor 

vehicles to our sister republic to the south. The March total, 

by the way, was in the neighborhood of 1,200 motor vehicles, 

and the first four months of 1926 are running far ahead of | 

the same period in 1925, when our automotive exports to) 
Mexico broke all records. 

Mexico has a great opportunity, to which it apparently 
is alive. This potentially wealthy country has now only the 
outline of a transportation system. It has railways, of| 
course, but they are not numerotis enough to carry the) 
freight and passenger traffic that is certain to develop with | 
the growth of the country and the opening up of its mar- 
velous natural resources. Before long it is going to be 
necessary for the Mexicans to expand their transportation 
system. Railway building is expensive, and the obvious 
substitute is a system of national highways to link up the 
far-flung sections of the republic. Indeed, this is exactly 
what the government has already started to do. A road is 
planned to connect Mexico City with the United States 
border. Other highways are being projected, and ultimately 
Mexico is going to give motor transport a chance to show 
just what it can do in developing and broadening the prog- | 
ress of a nation which has lagged behind in the construction | 
of the traditional railed carriers for passengers and freight. 


Transportation Evolution 


HEN the Sesquicentennial Exposition opens in Phila- 

delphia, one of the sights not listed among the official 
exhibits will be 50,000 motor cars parked at the same time 
and space. This is the amount of parking space that has 
been planned by the architects of the exposition. 

When visitors gathered for the Centennial Exposition in 
Philadelphia fifty years ago, they made their way to the 
grounds by horse-drawn street cars, by carriage and on foot. 
In Chicago when the Columbus Exposition held forth in Jack- 
son Park, cable cars, steam railroads and other traditional 
modes of transportation brought wisitors to the grounds. 

In an exposition sense, Buffalo was the first to weleome 
the motor vehicle. An endurance run, sponsored by the 
Automobile Club of America, was halted en route from New 
York by the news of President McKinley’s assassination. 
The arrival of those ancient motor cars would have furnished 
a thrill to the thousands who attended the Buffalo exposition. 

In the twenty-five years that have passed since then 
the motor vehicle has become a major arm of our tfansporta- 
tion system, so that a goodly portion of the 30,000,000 visi- 
tors to the Philadelphia “Sesqui” will travel thither in cars. 

When the next world exposition rolls around, will visi- 
tors reach the grounds by airplane? Very much stranger 
transportation revolutions have happened. 


Recent tabulations from Russia show that 
there are 22,000 tractors in use this spring in plow- 
ing. Of this total 18,000 are American machines. 
In the days when the Czar still ruled his empire, the 
total number of farm tractors in Russia was under 
500. Whatever its failings in the past, the Soviet 
government certainly shows a progressive spirit 
that is worthy of emrlation. 





When Cuba completes her great Central Highway, on 
which work is now progressing, the 663 miles of hard sur-

War Dept. Makes Plans 
For Elaborate Aerial 
Exhibition 

Philadelphia, May 22.—The past, 


and future of 
both 


present aircraft as 


applied to commercial and 
military uses and its place among 
scientific and inventive achieve- 
ments will be unfolded in graphic 
fashion at the Sesquicentennial Ex- 
position, which will open here, 
May 30. 

Spéctacular exhibitions of every 
form of aircraft in regular “drills,” 
sham battles, and stunt flying, will 
be the contribution of the War De- 
partment’s air service. according to 
George F. Zimmer, director of avi- 
ation at the exposition. 

The War Department 
ranging an aeronautical display to 
show the progress made in flying 
equipment and accessories since 
Wilbur Wright's first plane. In 
addition to government exhibits, 
national, state and private flying 
units are also expected to have ex- 
hibits. 

The air service of the War De- 
partment will maintain on the ex- 
position groundsa complete squad- 
ron of bombers, pursuit and ob- 
servation planes, manned by a 
personnel of twenty commissioned 
officers and seventy-five enlisted 
men, 

A dirigible, representing 
lighter-than-air activity of the 
service, will make special trips 
from its home station to Phila- 
delphia and also take part in the 
battle formations. 

Difficulty experienced by avia- 
tors upon reaching high altitudes 
will be graphically djlustrated with 
special equipment in the ground 
exhibition. Oxygen apparatus, ap- 
proved by the Air Service, will be 
used by army flyers in altitude 
tests. 

A device, which bears close re- 
lation to oxygen equipment, will 
be seen in the supercharger. This 
engine accessory is a type of air 
compressor designed to provide air 
to the engine at sea-level pressure 
for all altitudes. The machine is 
so finely developed that the im- 
pellor travels more than 22,000 
revolutions a minute.
